THE RAILWAY. 


Frw more important speeches have been 
delivered in the Legislative Council 
than that by His Excellency the Gov- 
emor reported at length in our columns 
last night. A promise was given by 
His Excellency that le would afford 
unoflicial members of the Legislative 
Couneil all the information that could 
safely be given in connection with the 
construction of the British sectionof the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway. That pro- 
mise has been promptly and completely 
redeemet. Taking a diametrically op. 
posite view to that of the official who- 

not so long since, when a question. of 
departmental estimates being inadquate 
arose—-declared that in bis opinion un- 
official members should not haye the 
privilege of contrasting origingl and 
revised estimates, His Excellency ftank- 
ly told members everything he knew 
himself which could be made public 
without jeopardising the success of 
certain negotiations which are still 
pending. ‘It is unnecessary for us to 
repeat that the community deeply ap- 
preciates the line of policy adopted by 
the Governor of taking the public, as far 
as possible, into ‘his confidence. In 
Colonies under more democratic form 
of government the policy. of trusting the 
people perforce prevailsand-we sea no 
yenson why it should not prevail, even 
ina Crown Colony. Tt will be recalled 
that tho ‘informative .speech made

Sir Matthew Nathan’s 
great anxiety, catised-:no doubt by public 
clamour, to get the work started seems to 
have blinded him to the fnet that the 
estimate was badly drawn up and failed 
to supply the data upon which a reliahle. 
estimate should be based. A table sone- 
timos makes a point clearer than many 
words so we present readere with the 
estimates mada up to date :

The reasons for 
the increase in the estimated cost of the 
railway baye been disclosed, and, 
although we are.of opinion that in- 
sufficient care wus taken in the past to 
verify the estimate originally submitted, 
no good’ purpose can now be served by 
enlarging upon that aspect of the matter. 
There is, on the other hand, much 
ground for congratulation in the as« 
surance that we will have our railway 
in 1910, Its ‘nétual possession is, after 
all; the really material thing. 


There is a subtle touch in the diplo-

The announcement sade elsewhere 
regarding the action of Sir Cheng Tung 
Liang Cheng in connection with the 
staff of the Canton-Hankow railway is 
uctually the first important evidence we 
have had of Sir Cheng's presonce in 
Canton, Some timeago Sir Cheng Tung 
passed through Hongkong on his way 
to Canton, and though some anticipated 
an immediate splash in railway circles 
the new Presidont has evidently been 
adopting the wise policy of investigat- 
ing matters before taking decided action. 
Precipitate and impetnous changes are 
not profitable; but in thie case Sir 
Cheng seems to have hastened slosly, 
and if so his decision to dismiss 
incompetent servants will surely 
redound to his credit and make for the. 
success and rapid completion of the 
great line upon which our own short 
railway so largely depends, 


A distinct advantage is gained by 
China by the settlement of the difficulty 
which arose in connection: with the 
Kinngsu Railway Loan. -Most people 
will remember the disturbance created 
by the people of Chebkinng—how they 
threatencd civil war if the Peking 
Government persisted in carrying ‘out 
het contract with the British Corpora- 
tion, and how they denied the right of 
any foreigner to construct a railway 
through the province without their 
immediate permission, This robust 
opposition gavo the Government pause, 
and although the British at first felt 
inclined to insist upon-China carrying 


out her obligations in their entirety they 
have now modified their demands. They 
have no doubt realised fully the fatuity 
of raising rebellion by forcing an 
objectionable promise down the throat 
of tho Government at Peking, and havo 
agreed to a compromise. We gather 
that the foreign money-—so contemp- 
tuously scorned by the Chehkisng people 
—will still be used for the building of 
the line, but the «clauses providing for 
the employment of British engineers 
and auditors have been sacrificed. The 
concessionaires inserted these clauaes 
not only so that the capital may be 
safeguarded but also that the advantages 
of British engineering experience might 
be thoroughly grasped by the Chinese. 
Now all they will grasp will be the 
$10,000,000. They will pay 5 per cent 
for itand the principle is repayable in 
ten sears.’

to arrange for their board, lodging and 
instruction. According to the table, the 
following subjects aro covered :~ Medical, 
Tegal (Burrister-at-law), railway, ongineer- 
ing, engincoring works ond shipbuilding 
yards (practical course). Attention is 
drawn to the fact that the minimum 
estimato for tho annaal expenses of » 
Chinese student in England is from £100 
to £200. It is also pointed out that no 
student should be sont to Englund who ia 
trot possessed of at least an @ementary. 
knowledge of the English’ language. 


A telegram received by tho Yokohama 
Spocie Bank on January 23rd enys that in 
view of tho restoration of normnl financial 
‘conditions in Europe ahd America, the 
Bank of England, which lowered its rate 
to G per cent, on January 16th, reduced it 
to 4 por cont. atthe usual Thursday meot- 
ing.
